He said this distribution 
center would be a footprint 
to 7-hours from the site as it 
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afternooon, Oct. 16, to signify the start of construction on the new 423,681 square foot distribution center for Ben E. Keith 
Foods. This facility is being constructed at the corner of U.S. Highway 84 and County Road 511/514 in New Brockton, 
Ala. Joining Ivey in this ceremonial act were local, county and state officials, along with Ben E. Keith executives.

The National Weather 
Service in Tallahassee, Fla. 
has developed a flood extent 
mapping product that con- 
tains detailed flood planning 
information for citizens con- 
cerned with the Pea river in 
Elba. 

Working closely with 
Coffee County Emergency 
Management Agency, the 
Alabama Department of 
Transportation, and the 
Choctawhatchee, Pea, and 
Yellow River Water Man- 
agement Authority this pro- 
duct allows visualization of 
areas at risk for flooding 
around Elba Alabama with 
new graphical projections 


for every 2 feet of river rise. 


The availability of this 
new flood mapping product 
will provide the general: 
public and first responders 
with highly detailed flood 
forecasting information they 
can use in making their own 
flood emergency plans, im- 
proving both preparedness 
and response to flood events 
in this area.

In reference to the 
elementary school grade, 
Moseley noted that the ele- 
mentary school hit 100 per- 
cent academic growth last 
year, and while it was still at 
96 percent academic growth 
this year, that slight drop did 
affect the overall school 
grade. 

“Both those numbers for 
academic growth [last year 
and this year] are great for 
the elementary school,” 
Moseley said. “It did cause 
them [elementary school] to 
go down a little this year, 
however.” 

Another thing Moseley 
said he was happy to see on 


this report card was that 
both schools improved their 
score in chronic absen- 
teeism. 

“That was great to see,” 
he said. 

Overall, Moseley said the 
report is good for Elba City 
Schools, and he is happy 
with the results provided. 
He said this gives the 
teachers and administrators 
more knowledge of what 
needs to be done where to 
keep those numbers headed 
up each and every year for 
Elba City Schools.

Comparing ourselves with those around us can be dan- 
gerous in two ways. We look at others scrolling through 
their social media pages and see other’s lives a perfect as 
we feel as though we are struggling. We find ourselves pin- 
ing for the abundance of another and see our scarcity glaring 
at us, even if we know that no one is a perfect as they pres- 
ent themselves to be. Yet, we may also we look at those who 
are around us with an air of superiority. We think to our- 
selves that at least we are not as bad as this person or that 
person. 

This is exactly what is happening in our scripture today. 
Two people enter the Temple: a Pharisee and a tax collector. 
Pharisees were individuals who dedicated themselves to fol- 
lowing every law of God even down to the punctuation. 
Whereas, tax collectors were those who had betrayed their 
people, worked for the oppressive Roman government, and 
were known for cheating and stealing. Everyone listening 
to Jesus would have perceived the Pharisee as the good per- 
son and the tax collector as the bad person. Yet, the Pharisee 
compares himself to those around him, and how he is su- 
perior and perfectly follows the law. The Pharisee is prais- 
ing God for not being like other people. On the other hand, 
the tax collector simply wanted forgiveness. Then, Jesus 
pulls the carpet out from his audience. The tax collector, not 
the Pharisee, is the hero of our story. The Pharisee perceived 
that he was better than others, and maybe he was. Yet, the 
tax collector desired to become a better version of himself. 

The Methodist Movement has long taught our belief that 
we can become perfect in this life through the journey of 
salvation. It is not an easy journey, but the destination is to 
become who God created us to be. Comparing yourself to 
those around you brings either a false air of being better or 
a sense that you will never be good enough. Yet, I encourage 
you to think like the tax collector and compare yourselves 
not to others, but to who you were yesterday. Are you be- 
coming a better person? Are you, through God’s grace, be- 
coming who you were created to be? Compete and compare, 
not with others, but with yourself, and continue your jour- 
ney to become the person that God sees you to be.

For what it is worth.... 


*** The Elba Tigers scored almost at will last week in 
rolling to a 63-14 win over Red Level. While the win was 
big because it came at homecoming and it clinched the #2 
seed in the region standings, it was also big because it was 
a game the Tigers were supposed to win big, and that is ex- 
actly what they did. The running game averaged over 15 
yards per carry on 22 carries and repeatedly burned the Red 
Level defense on the corners, while the defense limited its 
opponent to just over 100 yards in total offense. The sec- 
ondary gave up some big plays and continued to struggle, 
but I am sure the coaches will work on that in the weeks to 
come and have the problem solved by the time the post-sea- 
son kicks off. 

**% Tt wasn’t the best of weeks for the teams in the area 
as Brantley was the only team to take home a win. Here’s a 
quick look back... 

** Brantley made it look easy as the Bulldogs wrapped 
up the region title with a 47-6 road win over McKenzie. The 
Bulldogs rode the strong passing arm of Tucker Kilcrease 
and the speed of his receivers to take command early, and 
the ‘Dog defense never gave the Tigers a chance to have 
any hope.

The Elba Tigers gave a

Test your children and your home for lead poisoning 


October 20-26, 2019, is 
National Lead Poisoning 
Prevention Week, and the 
Alabama Department of 
Public Health encourages 
parents to be aware of the 
need to test both their 
children and their home to 
prevent the serious health 
effects of lead poisoning. 

The Alabama Childhood 
Lead Poisoning Prevention 
Program is a state public 
health program that focuses 
efforts on identifying and 
preventing lead exposure in 
children, especially those 
less than 6 years of age, 
because no safe level of 
lead in children has been 
identified. Even low levels 
of lead exposure can affect 
health, causing damage to 
the brain and nervous 
system, delayed growth and 
development, learning and 
behavior problems, as well 
as hearing and speech 
problems. 

Parents need to know 


that their child should be 
tested for blood lead at both 
1 and 2 years of age. A 
child can be exposed to 
lead from common 
household sources such as 
paint in houses built before 
1978, water from lead pipes 
and fixtures, hobby 
supplies such as fishing 
weights and bullets, and an 
adult’s work clothes. Lead 
exposure can be prevented 
with regular handwashing, 
especially after playing and 
before meals, a healthy 
low-fat diet high in calcium 
and iron, and cleaning 
floors and windowsills at 
least twice a week with a 
damp mop or cloth to 
remove lead dust. 

Today, childhood lead 
poisoning is considered the 
most preventable 
environmental disease 
among young children, yet 
in 2018, more than 300 
children in Alabama under 
the ase of 6 were identified 


with blood lead levels at or 
above 5 micrograms per 
deciliter, the reference level 
at which the Centers for 
Disease Control and 
Prevention recommends 
public health actions be 
initiated. 

National Lead Poisoning 
Prevention Week is the 
time to: 

Get the facts: Find 
out about the hazards of 
lead. 

Z Get your child 
tested: A simple blood test 
can detect lead. Consult 
your health care provider 
for advice on testing your 
children. 

Get your home 
tested: Find out how to 
minimize risks of lead 
exposure by hiring a 
certified professional to test 
older homes for lead.
